A rm y officers have discovered 
a 
way for the people of the 
United 
S tates to save $2,250,000,000 yearly 
sim ply by not w asting food. The dis­ 
covery and experim ents were made in 
an arm y camp w here there were none 
but adult men, hence the ratio m ight 
not work out in civilian practice, but 
half the sum ought to be savable. 
Since October of last year the di­ 
vision of food and nutrition has been 
m aking surveys of food conditions in 
the camps. 
Groups of officers have 
gone from cam p to camp, studied the 
food served, 
how it w as inspected, 
stored and prepared and have made 
recom m endations which, 
upon being 
carried out, resulted in many advan­ 
tageous changes. 
A lthough the principal work 
of 
these groups was inspection of 
the 
m anner of handling 
and preparing 
food, the visiting officers were able 
to give considerable instruction in the 
principles of nutrition, the proper se­ 
lection of dietaries to m ess officers, 
medical officers and others who were 
interested. 
D etailed personal instruc­ 
tion was given to the mess personnel 
on some of these topics, as well as 
on the various m ethods 
of avoiding 
w aste, the im portance 
of 
keeping 
kitchens and mess halls clean and or­ 
derly, and the methods of judging and 
storing food. 
Survey parties were instructed to 
seek in every possible way to 1 educe 
w aste. 
It was found th at men and 
officers w ere very willing to co-oper­ 
ate in m aking surveys and to reduce as 
much as posible the w aste of food. One 
of the m ost effective means adopted 
for this purpose w as introduced a t one 
camp and followed later a t 
oth< i 
camps. 
A t this camp seven companies were 
selected from various 
organizations, 
totalling 1135 men. A tw o-dav survey 
was run on each mess, and the aver­ 
age edible w aste was found to be 1.12 
pounds per m an per day. Instructions 
were then given to the mess sergeants 
and cooks in m atters of food and mess 
economy, and when the officer 
in 
charge w'as satisfied th a t they had 
a reasonable understanding of the sui- 
ject a second tw o-day survey 
wa* 
made. This show’ed an average edible 
w aste of 0.43 pound. 
This saving 
am ounted to $61.75 per day for the 
seven messes, or a t the sam e 
rate 
would am ount to $22,542 per year. 
If 
the same rate of aving were brought 
about for the entire camp, in this ease 
approxim ately 15,000 men, it would 
am ount .to $338,000 a year. 
T hat is an average of $22.50 per man 
per year, which m ultiplied by 100,000, 
OOO, the population 
ofthe 
U nited 
States, gives $2,250,000,000. 
So pleased were the arm y officers 
w ith the results th a t the war dep art­ 
m ent through the surgeon general has 
ordered th a t nutrition officers be sta ­ 
tioned in every national arm y canton­ 
m ent and every national guard camp 
as well as in every cam p where LO,OOO 
or more soldiers are in training. I hvse 
officers are food specialists who be 
fore they joined the arm y as m em bers 
of the division of food and nutrition 
of the medical departm ent w ere con­ 
nected w ith colleges and public bodies 
as physiologists, chem ists, economists, 
food inspectors and experts ir other 
specialized work relating to food. 
Sixty new’ officers are to be com­ 


missioned in the division of food and 
nutrition to handle 
the 
additional 
work. 
All will be food 
specialists 
sim ilar to those already in the service. 
The application of the idea in civil­ 
ian life rests upon tho voluntary ac­ 
ceptation of the work of county agents 
of the extension service, particularly 
the home dem onstration agents,
